BIT OF NEW MEXICO HISTORY.

The Taos Rebellion in 1847—One of the
Survivors Still Alive in Colorado,
(From the Denver Field and Farm),

There still survives In Colorade at

least one man who particip#ted in the
memorible conquest of Taos, in north-
orn New Mexlco. in 1847, and  this mun
{s Jolin Allen, of Walsenburg, Huerfano
county, now nearly 00 years old, War
had boen declared by the United States
azalnst Mexico and General Kearney
lind been sent from Fort Leavenworth
to Santa Fe to conguer that country.
After the Americun oceupation, Charles
Bent was appointed governor and on
Junuary 19, 1847, while visiting his fam-
fly in Taos was set upon and massucred,
together with five others of his party, by
Mexicans and allied Pueblo Indians,
For this wet Colonel Price and a small
body of soldiers loft Sauta Fe to. subdue
the Indians in thelr stronghold,
The Insurgents fortified themselves In
and abont the old adobe chureh In the
town. Inthe walls, nearly three yards
thick, Colonel Price, with fonr howltzers
and a six-pounder, was unable to offect o
breach. though supported hy some of
Kearny's most experienced officers and
fighters and by volunteers of mountain
men, few in number, 1t Is true, but
everyone an expert Indian fighter; and
sharpshooters, courggeous alert and in-
ured to eyery hardship of mountain and
rlnin. Against the Insurgents Price
brought from Santa Fe, Burgwin and
Ceran St. Vrain's mounted men and
Angney's valiant battallon, which, in
marching with Kourny neross the des-
solate plains, almost out-traveled the
cavalry. But the gunners had little
chanee agalnst the stronghold. Shots
were harmless agninst the massive walls,
glmply burylng themselves In the hard
ndoﬁw.

There were three hours of wasted shot
and energy, then hope of openlng the
walls by artillery was abandoned and
the order was given to storm the build-
Ing.
brﬁaehinx and by an improviged ladder
fired the roof. Through the axe open-
ings In the walls shells were thrown by
hand Into the church, then the alx-
pounder was run up, by which, after
ten rounds, one of the axe openings was
widened into a practicable breach. The
stormers crr_-.rl. In and took possesslon of
the smoke filled church, the Insurgents
rotired withont firing a shot, dependin,
on thelr communal houses, to whieg
most escaped, and were safe
seoking the mountaing, 61 were killed
and only three escaped the practiced

A dispateh from the Mogollon mining
camp says:  Frank Kelly and o Mexican
were shot and killed here early Sunday
morning.

Kolly was o blacksmith and miner,
emploved by the Confidence mine.  He
took purt in the festivities incident to a
bufile, had by the Mexican residents
Saturday evening, in the course of which
he quarrcled with one of the Mexieans.
The dispute was continued throughont
the evening, and about 3 o'clock the
men came  together again near Mrs
Patterson’s lodging house, Kelly shot
and instantly  killed his  antagonist,
whose name ecannot be ascertuined.

Deputy Sherlf? William Smith at once
took Kefly into cnstody, and was stand
ing with him near the scene of the trag-
ody, when a erowd of the dead man's
friends came up, and before the officers
rewlized thoir Intentlons, began firing at
Kl'”}'.

Twao of the shots took offect and the
wounded man fell to the ground and ex-
pired before medical aid eonld be sum-
moned. One of the bullets entered his
left leg shatteriug the bone and the
other passed through his body, coming
out near the left mpple.

The men who committed the erime
flod, and no arrests have been made in
connection with the affair. It is. said
that toe of them are known.

Two of the shots fired by the erowd
entered the Patterson houss, but no one
was hit,
